Mr. Cavitt Receives Letter 
For Better Cotton Seed 


(By Associated Press) 
Austin, 
Texas, 
Jan. 
25.—When 
round steaks become scarce and cost­ 
ly, will Texas, which has furnished 
much of the nation’s 
meat 
supply, 
furnish a substitute in pecans? Such 
a question can be answered only by 
future generations’ but is 
not 
im­ 
probable, according to J. II. Burkett, 
pecan specialist of the state 
depart­ 
ment of agriculture and secretary of 
the Texas Pecan Growers* Exchange. 
I ecans have been found to contain 
the proteins and vitamines that exist 
in meat, Mr. Burkett said. One pound 
of nuts has the food value of one a id 
one-half pounds of round steak and 
nc-half pound 
of butter. 
Pecans, 
therefore, are a 
valuable 
substitute 
for these foods. 
Pecan growing will 
lutstrip the other agricultural pro­ 
ducts of Texas when properly devel­ 
oped, Mr. Burkett predicted. Probab­ 
ly not more than 25 per cent of the 
people of the United States are ac­ 
quainted with the pecan in the shell, 
he said. 
Texas produces 75 per cent 
of the entire commercial crop of the 
world. 
Mexico 
is 
Texas’ 
greatest 
competitor. 
The Mexican pecan crop 
appears on the northern market two 
or three weeks ahead of the Texas 
crop- according to Mr. Burkett, and 
although the product is not of very 
good quality, it commands a price of 
about 13 cents a pound. The market 
price of Texas 
pecans, 
in 
carlots, 
ranges from 13 cents to 17 cents 
a 
’xjund, depending upon the grade of 
the product, although 25 cents and 30 
cents a pound are frequently paid for 
fancy and choice pecans. 
While the 
growing has been regarded heretofore 
as a “pickup” or “side” industry, Mr. 
Burkett said, it has been worth from 
one to three million dollars to Tpxa« 
Rapid strides in the growth of the 
industry, placing it on a basis of oth­ 
er crops, are contemplated 
by 
the 
- tate department of agriculture. 
The 
department of agriculture has assist­ 
ed in building, grafting end propagat­ 
ing pecans and has fostered develop­ 
ment of the industry through teaching 
the growers how to cure for the trees 
both na ive and planted. 
There 
are 
approximately 5,000,000 pecan trees 
of bearing age in Texas- Mr. Burkett 
J estimated, and most of these are na- 
i t*ve, although some planted trees are 
'just beginning to bear.

ing to Sir. Burkett’s figures. 
Development of the pecan industry

EDUCATIONAL CONFERENCE 
CALLED DY GOVERNOR NEFF 


Heads of Schools, Organizations and Citizens 
Generally Galled To Meet In Austin On Feb­ 
ruary ll to Consider Educational Problems of 
Texas Now Very Serious. 


(Special to the Bryan Eagle> 
Austin, Texas, Jan. 25.—Governor Neff today called “think- 
out-loud conference” to meet in his office on the morning of 
February l l to consider the education problems of Texas. To it 
he has invited the heads and governing boards of the higher in­ 
stitutions of learning, besides leaders in civic organizations. 
In 
his letter calling the conference the governor says: “The entire 
educational system of Texas, from the most obscure rural school 
to the university, has been at all times, and is now, a matter of 
deepest concern to all our people. 
Grateful as we are to the 
builders who have gone before, there is yet much constructive 
work to be done in Texas perfecting our educational system. At 
places it is duplicated, disjointed and inefficient. 
The systema­ 
tizing and developing of our educational life as a \ tole is worthy 
the thoughtful co-operation of our educational leaders and of our 
men and women who freely give of their time and energy to all 
movements designed to improve conditions in church and state. 
‘THINK-OUT-LOUD CONFERENCE” SAYS GOV. NEFF. 
Hoping to lie of some service along this line, I have planned 
to have a ‘think-out-loud conference’ with those who are offi­ 
cially and semiofficially charged with the responsibility of our 
educational life in order that we may freely, unselfishly and pa­ 
triotically exchange ideas with a view of broadening the founda­ 
tion and lifting higher the walls of our educational structure 
in this state. 
With this thought in mind I am hereby calling a 
conference to meet at my office in Austin at 9:30 o’clock on the 
morning of Saturday, Feb. ll, 1922.” The governor has invited 
to attend the conference the board of regents of the University 
of Texas, board of directors of A. and M. College, board of re-u 
gents of the College of Industrial Arts, Normal School Board of 
regents, State Superintendent of Public Instruction, presidents of 
higher institutions of learning and the normal schools legislative 
committee on survey of higher education, president and retiring 
president of the State Teachers’ Association and the presidents 
of the Texas Congress of Mothers, Federation of Women’s Clubs 
and the Texas League of Women Voters.

County Agent Beason Speaks | 
Before Chamber of Commerce 


In a speech before the annual meeting of the Bryan and 
Brazos County Chamber of Commerce held on Tuesday night, 
January I V th, County Agent C. L. Beason, of Brazos county, 
in matting his report said: “The success of any business, or en­ 
terprise, uepenus, primarily upon the embryonic possibilities of 
the unuciutKing, and, secondarily, upon the brain and brawn 
of man lo tend and nurture the embryo business into life and 
growth limited only by the possibilities of the enterprise. In com­ 
merce and linance, geographical location has "been a potent fac­ 
tor in accounting lor the rise of merchant princes and the growth 
of mighty financial institutions. So with mining, manufacturing, 
etc. 
But since the days when Ruth and Naomi gleaned in the 
fields of Boaz climate, soil fertility, and good husbandry have 
characterized the greatest possible progress of agriculture in 
every land. These, the inseparable trio—the trinity making sure 
the fullest agriculture. In on own country where the sun ever 
shines—or it’s moonshine—and where both plants and animals 
never go thirsty, we enjoy a climate most favorable for a wide 
range of field crops and other vegetable growth conducive to 
the greatest welfare of man and the most economic production 
and the keeping of all domestic animals. 
We are helpless to 
change the climate, but we can take advantage of it. We may, 
however, change the fertility of soil. 
Yea, we have done so. 
Coming into the possession of a land almost as fertile as the 
valley of the Nile we have practiced a system of agriculture mak­ 
ing possible statistics which haunt us year after year with ghasty 
facts of decreased yields per acre while an increased acreage in 
cultivation constantly heaps burdens upon thousands of impov­ 
erished husbandmen and makes uncertain many business enter­ 
prises. 
“I am not an alarmist; i'm not a pessimist. 
I am a bom 
optimist. The sugar on a doughnut is sweeter to me than the 
hole in it. I am not a prophet, nor the son of one. Neither am I 
a fool—only look like one, but I have said, I now say, and in the 
language of lamented Hogg. ‘By gatlin’ ’ I will continue to say that 
if we expect permanent prosperity, instead of spasms of plenty, 
we must give serious consideration to the m atter of soil conser­ 
vation In Brazos county. I am not charging that the wholesale 
soil robbery, evidences* of which may be seen on many farm­ 
steads, has been intentional. Far from it. From my own expe­ 
rience and observation I am inclined to think the matter has 
been due to neglect rather than to negligence. But the resub is 
the same, like the fate of the unfortunate tourist, as expressed 
in the following lines: 
‘Here’s to the memory of Adam Jay, 
Who died maintaining his right of way. 
He felt that he was right, as he drove along, 
But he’s just as dead as if he had been dead wrong.’ 
“I’m endeavoring to draw this picture, or call attention to 
this gigantic economic loss, resulting from a depleted soil, lest we 
undertake to build a permanent agriculture, without first giving 
heed to soil building in Brazos county. There are two thousand 
farms in Brazos county which need terracing or drainage, or 
both, to check erosion or make efficient soil production. One of 
the problems to be undertaken by the Extension Service, through 
the county agent, will be to conduct terracing demonstrations 
among all, or a part, of the fifty farmers now waiting and asking 
for help in this particular kind of work. 
“Glop rotation projects will be put on in six different com­ 
munities to show that the depleted soil may be built while bigger 
crops may be produced at the sapie time. Club work among the 
boys and girls—the men and women of a great tomorrow—will 
constitute another county agent activity, believing that the work 
is conducive to happier and more prosperous lives on the farm 
and the training for citizenship which will help usher in a bet­ 
ter day. Organization being essential to the progress of any en­ 
terprise, organized community centers will be encouraged as be­ 
ing most helpful in matters pertaining to rural betterment, and 
at the same time furnishing wholesome channels in which, and 
through which, the solution of many rural problems may easily 
be found. 
“Notwithstanding present conditions, the outlook for agri­ 
culture in Brazos county is most encouraging. On almost every 
hilltop may be heard the low of purebred cattle. The grunt of 
registered hogs keeps tune with cackle of standard bred poultry 
in nearly every farmyard. Gentlemen, believing, further, that the 
town and the country are inter-dependent, that the prosperity of 
the country means the progress and growth of the town, good 
feeling and fellowship, one for the other, will be encouraged 
hoping, and believing, that the work of the College, through its 
Extension Service in Brazos county, and the cooperation of all 
forces and factors will speedily hasten the day when the perma­ 
nent prosperity of Brazos county farmers, encouraged by the 
work fit this organization, will rival the phenominal growth of 
a fortunate city—Bryan.’’
